SCHOOL INVESTIGATION 
TO BE RESUMED TODAY 


Mayor Asa G. Candler and 
Alderman Steve Johnston 
Have Clash When Mayor 
Takes Floor to Make State- 


ment. 


City Attorney James L. Mayson, in 
an opinion rendered to general council 


at its meeting Monday afternoon, ad- 


vised the members that when Major 
R. J. Guinn, president of the board of 
education, filed his resignation with the 
mayor and general council “effective 
immediately,” that it became effective 
at once, and that council in deliberating 
as to whether to accept the resigna- 
tion or not, was only-acting on a mat- 
ter that had already been disposed of. 

In this opinion he upheld the conten- 
tion of Councilman Ed Mincey, who de- 
clared that council was attempting to 
pass on a resignation already effective, 
and who asked for the opinion of the 
city attorney on this point. The ses- 
gion of council ended without a vote 
being taken on the Guinn resignation, 
largely as a result of Mr. aaysen S| 
opinion. : 

The session of Council was animated 
from the beginning, and at times al- 
most tumultuous. Mayor Pro Tem. J. 
R. Seawright repeatedly rapped for or- 
der, and threatened to suspend busi- 
ness if the members did ne conduct 
themselves with more decom. 

Mayor and Johnston. ° 

Intense interest was evident among 
the members of council which at one 
time threatened an exciting scene, | 
when Mayor Candler and Alderman 
Steve R. Johnston indulged in a clash. 
The matter was precipitated, when, 
following the city attorney’s ruling, 
Mayor Candler addressed some _  re- 
marks to council with reference to the 
resignation of Mr. Guinn, and Mr. 
Johnston arose to a point of order be- 
cause Mr. Candler spoke without ask- 
ing permission to gain the floor... . 

When council adjourned the mayor 
and Mr. Johnston met near the council 
chamber door, and -followi a mo- 
ment’s animated conversa ion, Mr. 
Johnston said: “I made the statement 
that in my opinion you were working 
for Bob Guinn. Now, take it for what 
it's worth. “It’s not worth a cent!” 
retorted the mayor. " 

There’ were thfee resignations from 
Major Guinn in evidence at the meet- 
ing; one in possession of Councilman 
Claude Ashley, tendered Friday after- 
noon to the school probe committee, 
Harvey Hatcher stated he had one in 
‘his pocket, which Major Guinn had 
withdrawn Monday morning, and Wal- 


“ter Taylor. was in possession of one 


which he read to council. The two 
latter were identical in language. 
Major Guinn’s Resignation. 

Major Guinn filed his resignation on 
June 14 with the city clerk. It read 
as follows: 

“To the Honorable Mayor and Gen- 

eral Council, Atlanta, Ga.: 
“I hereby respectfully resign as 

a member of the board of education 
’ of the city of Atlanta, effective im- 

mediately. R. J. GUINN.” 

Withdraws Withdrawal. , 

-On Monday he filed a communication 
in’ the office of the clerk withdrawing 
his resignation and a paper stating 
why he made his withdrawal. Later 
he retuéned and withdrew his with- 
drawal, it is stated. The resignation 
read in council Monday came from the 
mayor’s office Saturday. 

Directly following the roll call Al- 
derman Hatcher took the floor and an- 
nounced that Major Guinn had with- 
drawn his resignation, but he was im- 
mediately confronted with one in the 


hands of the city clerk. Mr. Hatcher! 


appeared to be surprised at its appear- 
ance and demanded to know where it 
came from. 

“In view of the fact that Mr. Guinn 
handed me a paper this morning and 
said it was his original resignation, I 
have a right to ask whether Mr. Guinn 
filed that paper himself,” declared Mr. 
Hatcher. 

At this point Mr. Ashley arose and 
said: “I have one in my possession 
now which Major Guinn handed to the 
probe committee.” 

With three resignations brought to 
light lively discussion was at once 
precipitated. Mr. Ashley contended that 
he had the original, which was dis- 
puted by Mr. Hatcher, who stated that 
the paper he held took precedence. 

Councilman Orme’s Position.

Bursting Lungs 
Cause the Death 
Of U-Boat Crew 


Only Two Men Out of Férty 
on German Submarine Sur- 
vive After Terrible Strug- 
gles Fathoms Under the 
Sea—Some of Men Killed 
Themselves. 


London, June 17.—Harrowing details 
of the destruction of one of the larg- 
est and more recently constructed Ger- 
man submarines are given in a’ dis- 
patch from a neutral correspondent. 
This submarine was one of the last to 
leave Zeebrugge before the entrance 
to the harbor was blocked by British 
forces April 24. The U-boat atruck a 
mine and out of the crew of 40 only 
two survived on reaching the surface 
after a terrible struggle with death 
for an hour and a half, twenty fath- 
oms below the surface. Some of the 
crew committed suicide having lost 
all hope of leaving the boat alive. 

The only chance of escaping was to 
force open the conning tower and the 
forward hatches and trust to the com- 
pression of air in one part of the ves- 
sel to force each man like a torpedo 
to the surface. The air pressure in 
the submarine had become so high that 
the great majority.of the Germans 
could not keep their mouths closed. 

\The compressed air shot them to the 
surface and hardly had they’ reached 
the sea level when the air pressure 
burst their lungs, and about twenty 
of them sank like stones. The sur- 
vivors described the yells of the men, 
when the end came, as the most hor- 
rible noise that he had ever heard. 

The attention of the British trawler 
was attracted, and it hastened to the 
rescue. The conditions of the survi- 
vors showed that their experiences in 
the submarine had been of a dreadful 
character. 


Death When Truck 
Strikes Wire Post 


When Combination’ ‘Hose 
and Pumping Wagon, on

Five persons narrowly escaped death 
when a large combination hose and 
pumping wagon, of No. 2 engine house, 
on the way to a fire, skidded on the 
wet pavement and crashed into a tele- 
graph pole at the corner of Hunter and 
Terry streets shortly before 6 o'clock 
Monday afternoon, knocking Mike Do- 
man, a 13-year-old boy, of 19 Terry 
street, through a glass window of a 
store on the corner. Four firemen who 
were on the truck escaped without a 
scratch, but the truck, which, accord- 
ing to a fireman at No. 2 enginé house, 
is vauled at $5,000, was damaged to 
the extent of about $1,000. 

W. B. Fanning was the driver of the 
truck, T. C. Varnedore, occupied the 
front seat, and H. Finch and Paul 
Netherland, were the other occupants. 
All are stationed at No. 2 engine 
house. 

Mike Doman was rushed to the Grady 
hospital, where it was found his in- 
juries consisted of a deep gash on the 
left leg, and a small cut on the fore- 
head. Physicians stated they did not 
believe his injuries would prove 
serious. 

The 30-foot telegraph pole which the 
truck struck was broken off at the 
ground, and fell on the’ roof on the 
vacant store on the corner. | 

According to Finch, the accident was 
caused by a slight depression in the 
street, which caused the truck to skid 
and turn around, the left rear wheel 
striking the post and knocking the 
boy through the glass. . 

The alarm rang in, just after the 
shower Monday afternoon, from the 
corner of Grant and Hunter streets. 


A stovepipe had fallen in a barber shop 
operated by : . T. Roberts, at 63 
Grant street and neighbors thought the 
shop was on fire.

PAVING OF LUCKIE 
WINS IN COUNCIL 


Resolution Is Adopted Ask- 
ing Fulton County Com- 
missioners to Furnish 
Funds for This Greatly 
Needed Improvement. 


At its meeting Monday afternoon 
council adopted a resolution requesting 
the Fulton county commissioners to 
furnish funds for widening Luckie 
street. An ordinance was introduced 
and adopted to pave Luckie street from 
Bartow to North avenue, using asphalt 
on the present Belgian blocks. The 
total estimated cost will be $21,317.50, 
the street car company’s share being 
$9,746.25; the property owners $7,175.07 
and the city $4,396.18. This estimate is 
based on the present width of the 
street, the county to take care of the 
widening. 

An ordinance was also adopted re- 
questing the Fulton county commis- 
sioners to pay the city’s part of pav- 
ing Mathewson place from Lucile ave- 
nue to Sells avenue, the ‘estimated cost 
being about $2,000, and an ordinance 
requesting the county to furnish asa 
phalt to cap the Belgian blocks on 
Linden street, between Peachtree and 
West Peachtree streets. 


Money Sheet Amended. 


Council amended the apportionment 
sheet by reducing the apportionment 
to Lee street, in the seventh ward, $2,- 
178, and to reapportion it to the park 
department for especial use in main- 
taining the swimming pools during the 
remainder of the summer. Piedmont 
park is to receive $990, Maddox park 
$429, Oakland City $429 and Mozley 
park $330. 

A resolytion from the board of heaith 
asking a wage increase of 12% cents 
an hour for employees at the city cre- 
matory was referred to the finance com- 
| mittee. | 
{ Council approved the referendum 
‘clause which the charter revision com- 
}mittee following a conference with 
members of the general assembly from 
Fulton and DeKalb counties incorpo- 
rated into the “baby bond’ plan for 
street improvement. 

A resolution was approved authoriz- 
ling the sale of 12 dry cows from the 
City Dairy farm, and the money. re- 
alized be reapportioned in the appor- 
tionment sheet under the head of gen- 
eral maintenance for the. farm. 


Will Cenfer on Grady. 


' A resolution was approved to ap- 
point a committee of three from coun- 
cil to confer with the board of trus- 
tees of Grady hospital as to the feasi- 
bility of asking the county commission- 
ers to take over and maintain Grady 
hospital. 

An election was held by the body to 
fill the place made vacant in council 
by the resignation of Counéilman Leon- 
ard Bell, of the fifth ward. There were 
two nominations, William E. Besser and 
Dr. J. P. Golden. Dr. Golden was elect. 
ed, receiving 14 votes against his op- 
ponent’s 12. The oath of office was 
administered by Mayor Candler and 
Councilman Golden took his place 
among the other members. 

A petition from the public school 
teachers of Atlanta asking for an in- 
crease in salary was referred to the 
board of education. The white teach- 
ers presented a petition asking for a 
general increase, while the negro teach- 
ers asked for a 30 per cent raise.

Raids Made on Hundreds of 
Firms by Federal Agents 
in Search of Papers to 
Show Scope of Conspiracy. 


ONE SAVANNAH FIRM 
AMONG THOSE RAIDED 


Alleged Manufacturers 
Agreed to Pay Illegal Fees 
to Commission Agents in 
Washington—C ertain 
Army Officers May Be 
Involved. 


Washington, June 7.—A 
wide conspiracy between manufac- 
turers and contractors’ agents. in 
Washington to solicit government war 
orders under an agreement to pay 
commisions illegally to the agents was 
disclosed today by the department of 
justice. 

Simultaneously with the announce- 
ment, raids were made on hundreds 
of manufacturers’ business . offices 
throughout the United States in search 
of papers showing the scope of the 
illegal practice, and four Boston busi- 
ness men were ind‘cted in Washington 
- charges of acting as contingent fee 
agents. 
| Even before the results of the raids 
Brag fully reported here. tonight, of- 


nation- 


ficials indicated they had _ evidence 
that scores, perhaps hundreds, of con- 
tracts have been made with manufac- 
turers who were under pledge to turn 
over to contract commission agents in 
Washington, New York and elsewhere, 
@ percentage of their profits. 

Officials said the manufacturers 


surances of the’ agents that they had 
) special influence with army officers or 
others in charge of letting contracts 
and under threat to use that influence 
against the manufacturers. Evidence 
was said to have been secured thet 
some of the agents already have made 
their thousands in commission fees. 
Army Officers and Agents. 

This development led to investiga- 
tion of the relations between certain 
army officers and these agents, and 
although there is no definite indication 
that these officers are knowingly in- 
volved in the gonspiracies, Secretary 
Baker is making a thorough investiga- 
tion in co-operation with the depart- 
ment of justice and tonight authorized 
the statement that he would go to the 
bottom of suspicious cases. 

Secretary Daniels also is Keeping in 
close touch with the investigation and 
the whole situation has been called to 
the attention of President Wilson and 
his cabinet. 

The commission agents guilty of these 
illegal practices will be prosecuted 
under conspiracy statutes, and all con- 
tracts made by them or with their aid 
are subject to annulment by the gov- 
ernment. 

Ramifications of the plot may lead 
shortly to other disclosures as sen- 
sational as those of today. These may 
develop as reports trickle in from the 
dramatic raids pre-arranged for 4 
o’clock this afternoon, eastern time, 
when agents of the department of jus- 
tice’s ‘bureau of investigation entered 
offices of several hundred business 
firms, showed their badge of authority, 
and spent several hours going through 
letter files searching for documents 
which might shed light on contingent 
fee contracts. ‘ 

Savannah Firm Included. 

Eleven offices in Washington were 
raided at the same time, and a great 
mass of papers of contract agents was 
carried away. 

Other cities in which raids were made 
included practically every large city in 
the country. The list includes: Nor- 
folk, Va.; Alexandria, Va.; Pensacola, 
Fla., and Savannah, Ga. 

At almost the same hour the raids 
were made, a federal grand jury in 
Washington returned indictments 
charging conspiracy to obtain contracts 
under the illegal contingent fee plan, 
against John Fleming, former water 
commissioner of Boston; John T. Cava- 
naugh, Eugene Sullivan and Joseph 
Kohn, all of Boston. These men, it is 
charged, worked together in a mys- 
teriously involved manner, persuading 
manufacturers to pay them commis- 
sions on contracts they obtained, rep- 
resenting that they had special influ- 
ence with certain unnamed army offi- 
cers, and in some cases actually pro- 
curing the contracts and receiving thei1 
fees. 

It was officially announced that 
these men were detected in their ne- 
gotiations with B. A. Bittan, presi- 
dent of the Quaker City Rain Coat 
company, Philadelphia, who worked 
with government agents in gathering 
evidence against them. They were 
arrested recently in Washington and 
are now at liberty. under bond. The 
government will make theirs a test 


case, meanwhile taking action against 
others suspected of similar tactics.

CALLS FOR CHANGES 


Grouping System Attacked 
by James G. Woodward, 
Who Declares Teachers 


Should Be Better Paid. | 


James G. Woodward, former mayor 
of Atlanta, and now a candidate for 
that office, last night gave out a state- 
ment, in which he declares. that 
changes in Atlanta's school system are 
very badly needed. , 

While taking no sides in the present 
controversy, he says that it would ap- 
pear that the system is in a serious 
condidtion, and whether it is from 
Kaiserism or politics, tne cause should 
be removed. / 

Mr. Woodward attacks the grouping 
system, which he asserts leaves é6pen 
the possibility of favoritism and par- 
tiality,,.and which, he says, the evi- 
dence has proved is “vicious;” cham- 
pions the cause of the teachers, stating 
that they are entitled to higher pay; 
and proposes, if necessary, to correct 
present evils, a board of education for 
Atlanta composed of three members, 
two to be nominated by the governor 
and one by the mayor, subject to the 
confirmation of council. 

Mr. Woodward’s Card. 


Mr. Woodward's card to the people 
of Atlanta is as follows: 


To the People of Atlanta: In a former 
statement I made mention of the fact that 
our school system was very dear to the 
hearts of every citizen. I still desire to, 
deeply impress that fact upon the people 
at this time; more especially when we view 
the recent investigations of that depart- 
ment. It would appear that our school sys- 
tem is in a very serious condition, and 
whether it is from kaiserism or politics, the 
cause should be eliminated. [ feel that I

I am satisfied that the grouping system 
adopted some time ago i8 the cause of a 
great deal of the dissension. I remember 
very distinctly when the question was up 
before the board of educatiqn that I made 
the argument at that time that it appeared } 
to me to be a very dangerous system; that 
it left open too wide the possibility of fa- 
voritism and partiality. From the evidence 
of the various teachers who have been be- 
fore the investigating committee it appears 
that my position at that time was well 


founded. 
Better Salaries Needed. 


There !s no question but what our teach- 
ers should be paid much better salaries than 
they are paid at this time in order to keep 
up with war prices. As I stated in a for- 
mer communication, the teachers’ salaries 
were raised during my administration. At 
that time the general council had passed 
up the salaries of the policemen and fire- 
men. I sent the matter back to council, not 
as disapproved, but with a recommendation 
that the whole matter be re-referred to the 
committee and that our school teachers and 
the other departments of the city be treated 
fairly. That recommendation prevailed and 
the result was that the school teachers and 
the other departments received increased 
salaries, but the school teachers from some 
cause or other, possibly the grouping sys- 
tem, were deprived of a great deal of the 
money that the mayor and general council 
voted them. 

Another feature that existed at that time 
was the rating of the teachers. They had 
to servé eleven years before they got to the 
topmost rank in their pay. I thought this 
was very unjust, as the other departments 
of the city government only had to serve 
five years and I insisted that this change 
be made, which was done. This alone to 
me is evidence that the grouping system is 
vicious. 

During the last year of my administratton 
I did not visit the board except on matters 
of extreme importance to the school depart- 
ment of the city, simply from the fact that 
I did not approve of the methods of some 
members of the board and did not care. to 
get in any controversy with them, but the 
time has come now when the people of this 
city have got to wake up and take this 
matter in their own hands. The present 
administration should take vigorous methods 
to correct a great deal of the present con- 
ditions. If not, as the scholastic term be- 
gins in September and does not end until 
June of next year, it means a year lost. 


Asks Change in Board. 


I hold to the idea now and will insist 
upon it that the board of education be 
changed in a manner that will give better 
satisfaction to the peeple. If necessary in 
order to eliminate it entirely from faction- 
alism or politics I would suggest a board of 
say, three members, two to be appointed by 
the govergor of the state and the other by 
the mayor, subject to confirmation by coun- 
cil. With such a board it would seem to 
me that politics would be entirely eliminat- 
ed and that the best educators of the com- 
munity would be selected and, in turn, they 
would select officers that would be capable 
of running the public schools in the interest 
of the people and be under no obligation 
to petty politics, If I am elected the people 
can expect and will receive vigorous action 
along this line, as I consider the public 
school system the very bulwark of our com- 
munity. : 

The question of municipal ownership of an 
electric lighting plant has again been 
brought into politics as has been the case 
on many occasions before without any re- 
sult. 

In 1888 and 1889 was my first term in 
council. Mayor Cooper at that time made 
me chairman of the‘old lamps and gas 
committee, and with a desire to do some- 
thing I felt that the lighting system of At- 
lanta was very deficient. I took hold of it 
very vigorously regardless of the opposition 
of the gas company at that time and the 
fiest year placed arc light all through the 
city within the half-mile circle. In 1889 I 
completed the system to the city limits, re- 
placing every light, gas and gasoline, with 
an electric light. At that time there was 
no electric light plant in Atlanta and Judge 

E. W. Palmer, now connected with the 
telephone company, was president of the 
company that received the contract for light- 
ing the city. I very earnestly took the mat- 
ter up with the' general council, as a new 
plant had to be erected, that the city erect 
its own plant and do its own fighting. 

Plant Cost $200,000. 

The plant that Judge Palmer’s company 
erected fronted on the W. & A. railroad be- 
tween Bartow and Spring streets, and, ac- 
cording to my recollection, cost less thai 
$200,000. If the city had erected its own

HAS BEEN SEIZED 


Great. Estate of Brewer's 
Widow Taken by Gevern- 


turning From Germany. 


Washington, June 17.—The entire 
estate in. this country of Mrs. Lily 
Busch, widow of Adolphus Busch, late 
millionaire brewer of St. Louis, has 
been taken over. by thet government 
under the alien property law. 


This fact became known today in 
connection with the return to America 
of Mrs. Busch, who has been living in 
Germany for several years, or prac- 
tically since the death of her husband. 
The government has not yet appraised 
the property, which consists largely of 
breweries in St. Louis and other cities, 
stocks and bonds ahd real estate in 
New York, but it is generally believed 
to be worth many millions of dollars. 

Alien Property Custodian Palmer an- 
nounced today that the seizure of the 
estate was made some months ago, and 
that the Union Trust company of St. 
Louis had been named as depository, 
and has been operating the property 
for the government. 

Under the law, which permits the 
government to seize the property in 
this country of any pereuon resident in 
Germany, title to the entire estate has 
reverted to the government, and, un- 
less the attorney general rules other- 
wise, it will be hela subject to such 
disposition as the government may 
choose to make of it. 

Mrs. Busch, who is 74 years old, was 
in Havana Sunday on her way to the 
United States from Germany, through 
Switzerland and Spain. She is accom- 
panied by her attorney, Harry D. 
Hawes, who went to Switzerland to 
confer with her several months ago. 
It is understood Mrs. Busch plans upon 
her arrival in this country to call at 
the state department and the depart- 
ment of justice in an effort to regain 
custody of her estate. 

It is understood Mrs. Busch will in- 


sist, that she is a loyal citizen of the 
United States, who diu not forfeit her | 
citizenship by reason of her residence 
in Germany since her ntrdOsand’'s death. 


Mr. Hawes, in a recent statement, 
denied Mrs. Busch: had contributed a 
large sum to the German hospital 
service, and said-her four children in 
this country had indicated ‘the loyalty | 
of the family by making large contri- 
butions to the Amreircan Red Cross 
and heavy subscriptions to Liberty 
loans.

In their attack on Xivray on the Toul 
sector Suhday the Germans hoped to 
enter the village and carry off a large 
number of prisoners, but the alertness

The Germans captured ore American, 
but he did not remein a prisoner very 
long. 

At the edge of the village three Ger- 
mans came upon a wounded American. 
He was placed under guard of a Ger- 
man private and started for the enemv 
lines. Reaching a point near the enemy 
wire entangléeménts the American sud- 
denly drew a revolver and forced his 
to mrarch back 
across No Man’s Land into the American 
lines. After turning his prisoner over 


to fellow soldiers,’ the wounded man 
fell unconscious from loss of blood. 
Raid Carefully Planned. 

Examination of the Germans cap- 
tured in the fight disclosed that the 
enemytplanned the raid a week in ad@- 
vance and that the six hundred special 
troops who took part in it were re- 
hearsed behind the German lines. 

The enémy plan was to cend forward 
a large party without preparatory ar- 
tillery fire. This party was to take up 
a position néar the American barbed 
Wire and then send up a signal rocket 
for a box barrage to cover Xivray vil- 
lage and the approaching communica- 
tion trenches while the heavier artil- 
lery was to bombard the villages in the 
rear. . 

Ametfican artillery observers saw a 
latgé number of Germans creeping about 
in No Man’s Land and, thinking they 
composed a large working party, the 
artillery Signalled for a barrage. 

The American artillery and machine 
guns wént into action immediately and 
before the enemy barrage could get 
started had inflicted heavy casualties 
on the unpfotected Germans in No 
Manh’s Land ahd played havoe with the 
plans for the raid. 

Cut Up by American Barrage. 

The original ¢nemy plan was for the 
attacking party to divide into three 
sections and to enter Xivray from three 
different directions. Only one section 
actually reached the outskirts of the 
village, but only after it had been cut 
up badly by the American barrage 
fire. Of these only a small group got 
into Xivray where they were quickly 
surrounded by the Americans and eith- 
er captured or killed. Bight prisoners, 
including a Meéeutenaht, remained in the 
American hands. 

A majority of the American casual- 
ties, which do not include any missing. 
resulted from the German artilléry fire. 

Casualties among Fretich civilians oc- 
curred when a German shell burst near 
a church @8 a procession of villagers 
was emerging from mass. Many of 
the French wounded were cared for in 
American hospitals. 

Sumday afternoon the American ar- 
tillery opened a retaliatory firé against 
the area behind the German lines while 
the Germans, apparently angered by the 
failure of the raid, bombarded villages 
as far as eight miles béhind the Ameri- 
can lines. The whole Toul sector is 


now echoing to the heaviest gunfire in 
many weeks. 


ATTACKS REPULSED,

Guyton belonged to the Ameri- 
can force operating in the Vosges. 

The dispatch follows: 

“Section B: Private W. J. Guyton, 
who belonged to the American troops 
operating in the Vosges, was killed 
by machine gun fire on the day after 
his unit entered the line. He received 
the Croix de Guerre as the first 
American to die on German soil. As 
the division to which he belonged has 
now been identified, this information, 
which was transmitted confidentially 
on May 27, may now be published.”

ss THE LESSON. 


Sometimes much lasting good comes out 
of happenings which in themselves are 
startling, horrible and shocking to the 
senses. . 

So it was in the case of the Iroquois 
horror of a few years ago, which is typical 
in point, and for that reason alone men- 
tioned by way of illustration. 

It will be recalled that following that ter- 
rible tragedy, in which hundreds lost their 
lives by burning in a crowded theater be 
cause of improper fire safeguards and inade- 
quate means of egress, there was a wave of 
indignation that swept over the country, and 
which resulted in a general and wholesale 
reform in’ building construction—especially 
in the construction of assembly halls and of 
buildings containing rooms in which for 
large numbers of people to congregate. 
There is hardly a city in America which did 
not amend its building construction ordi- 
nances so as to make a local Iroquois disas- 
ter impossible, the effect being that prac- 
tically every theater and assembly audito- 
rium in the country today is provided with 
fire and panic safeguards that were wholly 

-unthought of before the heart of the country 
was dealt the stinging blow which that 
tragedy represented. Thus the loss of the 
hundreds of precious lives in the lamentable 
Iroquois holocaust probably has resulted in 
the saving of thousands of other lives since, 
solely because of the lesson that it taught, 
and which could not have been impressed 
upon the popular conscience by any milder 
means. | 

So it probably wfll be with the Steele 
bridge disaster in Cherokee county last Sun- 
day, when a heavy truck loaded with sol- 
diers plunged through the floor of the struc- 
ture into the waters of the Etowah river be- 
low, entailing the sacrifice of at least three 
lives amid scenes the horribleness of which 
beggar attempts at description. 

The question. of responsibility for that 
deplorable accident is beside the point, 
which is this: 

Those lives were lost because a bridge 
was subjected to a strain that it could not 
bear—a bridge that, while old, was appa- 
rently sound, but which was built to sustain 
horse-drawn vehicle traffic, and in a day 
when automobiles were non-existent and 
when nobody even dreamed of ponderous 
motor-driven trucks. 

For many years it sefved the purpose 
for which it was built, and was, for that pur- 
pose, adequate and safe. But the develop- 
ment of transportation methods got far and 
away ahead of highway maintenance, the 
result being that when a five-ton truck es- 

~~. payed the bridge that was made for horses 
the floor gave way—and the rest is tragic 
memory! 

In the eariier days of railroad develop 
ment the locomotives in use were pigmies 
compared with the moguls of the present 
day, and the railroad bridges were built in 
accordance with the weights to be sustained. 
With the succeeding years the locomotives 
were made larger -and larger, and the 
bridges all over the country were, from time 
to timé as improvements in types of rolling 
‘stock warranted, torn out and replaced by 

_ gtronger ones—bridges of strength sufficient 
to meet,.the ever-increasing demand. Track 
construction, in other words, was kept; ahead

Sunday's tragedy’ only typifies the inev- 
table result of such disp: oportionate devel- 


‘opment, and the lesson that it carried—iet 


us hope, to the very heart of every highway 
official, every legislator and every citizen of 
Georgia—is that the whole system of road- 
beds and bridges in Georgia must be care 
fully surveyed as to strength and brought to 
a point of adequacy to meet the present-day 
traffic requirements! f 

And who knows but the Steele bridge 
tragedy will be to the highway system of 
Georgia what the Iroquois disaster was to 
the public buildings custom of the country! 

It was a distressfully lamentable occur 
rence, but since it took place, may it serve 
a purpose of community benefit; and may it 
prove to have been a lesson, the bitterness 
of which is compensated in a measure by 
beneficence resulting from recognition and 
application of its teaching. 


THE CHAMBER AND SERVICE. 


The Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, as is 
the case with practically every industrial or 
commercial organization throughout the 
country, has in effect been drafted into the 
service of the government as a means of 
helping to mobilize all of the resources of 


the country and thus of helping to success- 


fully prosecute our war measures. 

The national war industries board, an 
official organization, has divided the nation 
into twenty commercial and industrial units. 
That of the southeast—which incorporates 
the four southeastern states—has, for pur- 
poses of surveying, classification and enlist- 
ment of all of its resources, commercial and 
otherwise, that can be made of effective 
account in promoting our national pur- 
pose, been placed by the war industries 
board—in other words, the federal govern- 
ment—under the jurisdiction of W. H. White, 
Jr., a8 president of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, this city being the most centrally 
situated and the local chamber being one of 
the leading commercial organizations of the 
south. 

Thus is the Atlanta chamber “drafted’’ 
into the service of Uncle Sam; and in order 
to most effectively comply with the federal 
requirements, it opens this morning a com- 
prehensive and an intensive membership 
campaign, the object being fo bring its 
membership to maximum proportions and to 
& point where it includes, if possible, every 
business man and every professional man in 
the community. 

The basic and fundamental purpose of 
this campaign is aptly explained by Charles 
P. King, chairman of the chamber’s member- 
ship committee, in an interview appearing 
elsewhere in this issue of The Constitution, 
in which he says: 


“The government is dealing with 
business men largely through commer- 
cial bodies, and it has said that they, 
like all war units, should be brought up 
to full strength. That is what this 
membership campaign is for.’ 

And “we go to it Tuesday morning,” said 


Mr. King— 


“and we want every business or profes- 
sional man in the city to join in ana 
lend a hand in putting Atlanta on a war 
basis so far as the chamber of commerce 
is concerned.” / 


Thus has the government given member- 
ship in the chamber the honorable vest- 
ments of national service; and no man who 
is now a non-member, but who is eligible for 
membership, owes it as a duty to his coun- 
try, to say nothing of his personal business 
welfare, to place his name on the member- 
ship roster of this worthy, constructive and 
patriotic organization. 


SUGAR AND BOOZE. 


With commendable firmness on the part 
of the food administration of Georgia, act- 
ing in co-operation with that of Alabama, 
two retail merchants—one in either state— 
have been blacklisted for the period of the 
war because they supplied sugar for use 
in the manufacture of illicit whisky. 

All that the food administration saw fit 
to do was to make it impossible for the 
two malefactors to buy more sugar from 
wholesale dealers so long as the war lasts; 
but the case should not end there. 

Somebody else is violating the law: The 
manufacturer of the whisky. He not only 
is violating the law of the state, but also 
the federal law which expressly forbids the 
use of foodstuffs for the manufacture of 
ardent spirits. 

Ordinarily, considerable difficulty is ex- 
perienced by officials in bringing such vio- 
lators to book, but in this instance, with 
the evidence of the guilty sugar sellers— 
who are nothing less than accessories in 
the moonshining business—in hand, it would 
seem that the work of corraling the whisky 
distiller is greatly simplified. 

He, too, should be brought in, and, by a 
lesson that he could never forget, be made 
to realize once and for all time two things: 
First, that his country is at war; and, sec- 
ond, that a law is a thing to be obeyed.

Want an Edict of the U. S. 
Supreme Court Set Aside 


‘ more acid? 


Editor Constitution: The Ducktown Ssul- 
phur, Copper and Iron company is endeavoring 
to place the state of Georgia in a false posi- 
tion regarding the fume situation, when the 
said copper company is trying to make it 
appear that the state is opposing the war 
program of the United States government, 
and that the state is interfering with the 
production of sulphuric acid by the copper 
company through the decree entered in the 
United States supreme court in the state’s 
case against this company. This certainly 
comes with poor grace from this company 
at this time, for, as a matter of fact, the 
very reverse is true. 

In the first place, not one atom of com- 
mercial sulphuric acid would doubtless ever 
have been made at these copper furnaces, 
and these copper companies would today be 
wasting the valuable sulphur dioxide and still 
pe destroying all the vegetation in north 
Georgia had not the state of Georgia pro- 
ceeded against these companies to compel 
them to stop the wholesale destruction of 
vegetation on her domain. It was the state's 
contention from the first that this destruc- 
tion and waste was wanton and unnecessary, 
and that the solution of the problem was the 
utilization of these waste gases in the man- 
ufacture of sulphuric acid. When this suit 
was filed the copper people denied most bit- 
terly that they could make acid from their 
lean ores and hired experts and able law- 
yers to combat the state’s claim, claiming 
that the granting of the state's prayer for 
decree would put them out of business and 
destroy their property, as it was impossible 
to make sulphuric acid from their waste 
fumes. 

The supreme court of the United States 
heard this case on its merit, and decided 
it in Georgia’s favor, as the state proved 
conclusively that sulphuric acid could be 
made from these fumes and the high court 
gave the state the decree, which simply 
meant that the copper companies must use 
their waste fumes for making sulphuric acid 
or close down their plants, and they were 
thus driven into the manufacture of acid by 
the state’s suit. 

In the light of present events the state’s 
move against these copper companies has 
proven one of the greatest war measures of 
the day and to the atate and her able attor- 
ney general and counsel belongs the en- 
tire credit of forcing the unwilling copper 
companies of Tennessee to build the largest 
sulphuric acid plants in the United States, if 
not the world, that are today delivering 
thousands of tons of sulphuric acid from 
their furnaces in Tennessee direct to the 
du Pont Powder company for immediate 
shipment for manufacture into powder and 
explosives for our army at the front. Bo 
that the present decree of the state against 
the Ducktown Sulphur, Copper and Iron 
company simply means that this company 
must make sulphuric acid out of its waste 
fumes and not destroy Georgia vegetation 
with them, and thus convert them into sul- 
phuric acid and make more acid and yet 
more acid, yet they are petitioning the 
United States supreme court and the gover- 
nor to allow them to liberate more fumes, 
a direct contradiction of the alleged pur- 
pose of their move. 

As it is from the very fumes that they 
now ask to liberate that they make their 
acid, how are they to perform the miracle 
of liberating more fumes and thereby make 
This is camouflage of thé very 
thinnest character, and their evident inten- 
tion ia to deatroy the effect of the state's 
victory, for this case was tried on its mer- 


ite in the highest court im our land and 
decided in Georgia’s favor, and there ought 
some time to be an end to this litigation. 
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The German Farmer’s 
Debt to the United States

There are literally thousands of small 
German colonies in different parts of this 
country. In one far distant state is a com~- 
munity settled by about two hundred Ger-. 

man families, who took 

up the land immediately 

after the civil war. By 

some good fortune they 

settled in what is now 

one of the very richest 

sections in the United 

States. Land that they 

bought for one dollar 

and a quarter an acre is 

now worth two hundred 

and fifty dollars. In that 

community there are 

two German churches. 

Both pastors came from 

Germany, both were ed- 

Dr. Hillis. ucated in German col- 

leges, both read German newspapers, and 

both insist upon carrying on a colloquial 

German. school with German teachers, 

German textbooks and German standards. 

Little pressure was brought to bear upon 

these farmers during the first Liberty Loan. 

By many devices they succeeded in getting 

their boys away before the draft registra- 

tion. While it was never proved technical- 

ly that they had all pledged themselves not 

to oppose Germany, morally this is known 
to be the fact. 

October of 1917 came, and the second Lib- 
erty Loan was on. One day all of these 
farmers received a printed card, saying there 
would be a meeting on Monday night, in 
connection’ with the second Liberty Loan. 
“I find you made no subscription whatso- 
ever to the first Liberty Loan. There are 
reasons why I think it best for me to advise 
you to attend this meeting.” Every German 
farmer read that card several times. Who 
was this stranger who was coming into the 
community? Was he a secret service man? 
How did he find out that there had been a 
secret meeting of the Germans immediately 
after war had been declared against Ger- 
many? Each farmer began to ask himself: 
“Has any one quoted me?” Each one decid- 
ed to attend that meeting. 

The meeting began at precisely 7 o’clock. 
Only one man who had received the notice 
was absent, and his son brought a message 
concerning his father’s absence. The 
stranger arose in his place, but left it un- 
certain as to whether he was a secret serv- 
ice man, a banker or a patriot interested 
in his country. He began with substantially 
these words: : 


“Men, you are all German-Americans. I 
find that not one of you subscribed to the 
first Liberty Loan. You came to this coun- 


try poor men. This government sold you 
government land for from .a dollar and a 


quarter to two dollars and a half an acre. 
But you seem to have forgotten one thing. 
Your title deed to your farm rests upon your 
loyalty as citizens of the republic. Whenever 
you refuse to support the people of the re- 
public you have by your own act annulled 
the title deed of your land. If you refuse 
to support your government in this war, 
you are a traitor, and when this is proven 
you will be shot. If secretly you have been 
sending money to the kaiser to buy guns 
with which to kill American boys you have 
forfeited the title deed to your farm. Your 
property has become again the possession 
of the government and people of the United 
States.” 

By this time these farmers had their 
mouths open, and their faces became tense 
and alarmed. When his words had had time 
to sink in, the stranger went on: “I have 
here a statement as to the number of acres 
in each farm owned by each man in this 
room. The first man’a name is Heinrich 

You own three hundred and twenty 
acres of land. It is worth at least $75,000. 
There is no mortgage on this farm. Hein- 
rich, I think you had better buy $2,500 worth 
of Liberty Bonds. I am simply advising 
with you as a friend. I have made out an 
application for you, and all you have to do 
is to sign it. My advice to every one of 
you is that you buy from 8 to 5 per cent 
of the value of your farm. I want to say 
incidentally that I trust that there will 
never again be held a secret meeting of the 
Germans in this room, to discuss the best 
way to avoid supporting the United States 
government in this war against Germany, 
and how you can best help the kaiser.” 
That little sentence worked like magic. 
Every farmer in the room rose to his feet 
in his anxiety to rush forward to the table. 
Men literally struggled to see who should 
sign up first. Their enthusiasm (for the 
United Statés government was as dbound- 
less as it was sudden in its manifestation. 
Remember that there were only two hundred 
farmers in the room And yet there are the 
best of reasons for believing that the men 
in that room bought that night nearly $200,- 
000 of Liberty Bonds. 


The copper company filed their petition be- 
fore the United States supreme court and 
based their plea ag an urgent war meas- 
ure; and as this high court is patriotic, if 
anything, it mever would have adjourned 
without action on this matter had the cop- 
per company’s plea had any merit whatever; 
being turned down by thia high court that 
has settled the matter, they now have the 
assurance to come before the governor and 
ask him to give direction to a matter that 
is pending before the United States suy- 
preme court. 

This is another case as illustrated by 
one of the wise sayings of our immortal] 
Lincoln; “You can fool all the people part 
of the time and part of the people all of the 
time, but you can not fool all the people all 
of the time.” Our people in the mountains 
are ag patriotic as any in the United States, 
and if our government should call for a fur- 
ther sacrifice on their part of their proper- 
ty to the smelter fume ravages to make acid 
to win the war, they would say “Amen;” but 
this is no such case, for less fumes means 
more acid, and more fumes less acid. We 
say more acid and yet more acid will help 
win the war. If the copper company was 
acting in good faith, and it waa really a 
war measure that they endeavoring to ac- 
complish, their request would have been 
simply for the duration of the war; but 
there is no much request, and they are 
simply trying to take advantage of the 
present situation to have the state’s decree 
set aside and made null and void, looking 
ahead to the time when the manufacture 
of sulphuric acid will not be as profitable 
as at the present moment, for they will 
make every atom of sulphuric acid possible 
while sulphuric acid is at such high prices 
and in such heavy demand; but it will be 
a different matter when the demand falls off 
at the end of the war and acid is a drug on 
the market once more. 

The state’s decree should never be tm- 
terfered with or reopened, thus opening all 
the floodgates of litigation in this mat- 
ter. When the supreme court has passed 
on a matter after full hearing it ought to 
be ended—but nothing seems ever ended 
with the Ducktown Sulphur andiron compa- 
ny tntil they bave their way absolutely.

The tragedy at Steele's bridge, on the 
Btowah, Sunday, regrettable as it is—and 
as an eyewitness I was never impressed s0 
forcibly before with the uncertainty of life, 
and with the heroic courage of suffering 
men—as regrettable as is this tragedy, 
which, in the twinkling of an eye, snapped 
the life out of three brave, manly young 
soldiers and maimed and mangled many 
others, it carries a lesson that may prove 
a valuable asset to Georgia, and to other 
states. 

Georgia is on the eve of another session 
of her general assembly. She should frame 
a new highway system, and one with author- 
ity to act for the state at large, without 
county interference. 

If it is necessary to amend the constitu- 
tion, then start there, and frame the new 
system with ample constitutional authority 
to make it effective and efficient. 

There must be a bridge inspection and 
control system with an eye single to the 
new conditions of this day and time, and 
with a prophetic vision into the future. 

Bridges must not only be inspected, but 
their weight capacity posted on either ap- 
proach so that a repetition of the Etowah 
tragedy may not occur. 

Old bridges, built while old-time one- 
horse plow and light wagon conditions pre- 
vailed, must go, and bridges to meet the 
new conditions must be built. This must 
not be discretionary with county authorities. 

Regulations must govern all counties 
alike—recurrences of Etowah must not take

The 
tractor is as universally certain for the 
farmer of tomorrow as the airplane and 
the submarine, unknown in the civil war, 
are known to be factors in this, today’s, war 
among nations, 

The old day of marketing products on a 
one-horse, or even a two-horse, or four or 
six-horse wagon, is passing. 

We must either keep step 
or fall out by the roadside. 

The farmer of the future is the farmer 
with his improved farm machinery, his mar- 
keting trucks, his labor and time-saving 
equipments that mean the conservation of 
time and money and man power. 

It is not a dream. It is an already ap- 
proaching condition—and one that is ap- 
proaching rapidly.

Standardizing System 
Must Be Adopted. 


I have no specific criticism for the Cher- 
okee county authorities on account of the 
Etowah tragedy. I personally inspected 
the timbers of that ill-fated bridge on the 
Canton road Sunday afternoon. Every 
plank, every timber was, apparently, sound. 
It was not the rottennesa of bridge timbers. 
It was the structural inadequacy of an old- 
time bridge umder today’s changed conditions. 

That bridge was not made for the trar- 
fic of this day of motors and improved 
farm machinery. 

Georgia’s legislature should see to it that 
the public is safeguarded, and every bridge 


*atructure in Georgia should be made to con- 


form to a minimum carrying capacity, in 
keeping with the new conditions, and the 
conditions of the enlarging and the expand- 
ing and the revolutionizing future. 

Many of the counties have already sup- 
planted their old bridges with modern steel 
or concrete structures. Others have not— 

Hence the tragedy in Cherokee! 

The state must have a highway system 
with ample constitutional and legalized au- 
thority to control and standardize, without 
interference or delays, or bickeringa or tem- 
porizing on the part of any local authorities 


who refuse to co-operate.

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HEALTH AND EDUCATION. 


Education is not always true to the label. 
A great deal of nonsense is dispensed in 
schools, time consuming folderol that is 
scheduled as education.

A whole lot of rules and usages and re- 
finements of language that only g0 to 
make life miserable if the student takes 
them too seriously.

That is an 
example of too much education, slopping 
over from enough to a highbrow superfluity. 
And always the professor is unhappy. 

A reasonable amount of knowledge of 
hygiene is good for the health. But just 
hand a health fan a real medical textbook 
which deals with a subject in which he hap- 
pens to be particularly interested, and pres- 
ently Mr. Fan has a flock of symptoms big 
enough to start a sanitarium, and the more 
he reads the more symptoms ‘he gathers, 
until finally he gets so far ahead that no 
more doctor can ever hope to catch up with 
him. In short, Mr. Fan has become a hypo- 
chondriac. 

In New York recently considerable un- 
easiness has been stirred up because the 
new mayor, thoroughly filling the familiar 
role of new mayor, unsheathed his weapon 
and started in on a retrenchment policy, one 
of the first heads he threatened being the 
head of the public health educational bureau 
of the health department. The mayor ap- 
parently decided that New York people were 
learning altogether too much about how to 
avoid disease. He probably felt that a cer- 
tain amount of disease is good for a large 
city, keeps the city from boasting too much. 
Anyhow it seemed a shame to pay the head 
of the bureau $5,000 a year for just teaching 
people how to avoid disease. So the great 
mayor had the head of the bureau styled 
“press agent for the health department” and 
spent many weary days thereafter with an 
ear to the ground for the applause of the 
people which somehow never became audible. 
This was in New York city, not up in Hick- 
ville, you understand. The mayor of Hick- 
ville would hardly venture to stage such a 
farce.

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WOMEN NAY ENTER 
~UNVERSITY SCHOOL 


University of Georgia Trus- 
tees Grant Women Admis- 
sion to Classes of School 


of Education—W ould 
Erect Armory. 


_—— 


Athens, Ga., June 17.—(Special.)— 
The big question before the board of 
trustees of the University of Georgia 
today was the admission of women on 
equal footing with men to the junior 
and senior classes, which has been 
talked for several years. A resolu- 
tion by Clark Howell, providing this 
admission on condition that no addi- 
tional facilities be needed and that 
women shall not room in the college 
dormitories, was defeated—1ll1 to 12. 

Governor Dorsey, who’ was present 
for the first time as a member of the 
board at this meeting, voted for the 
admission of women. A singular fea- 
ture of the defeat of the Howell reso- 
lution was the fact that Judge George 
F. Gober, always an advocate of the 
admission of women to the university, 
voted against the resolution—on the 
explained ground that under the law 
Women can now be admitted to the 
Glasses of the college of agriculture 
and mechanical arta without further 
legislative action—even to the fresh- 
men and sophomore classes, and that 
he had to vote against a resolution 
that would not give them as niuch as 
they already by law enjoy. 

Resolution Passed. 

However, the resolution admitting 
women to the junior and senior classes 
of the school of education in the uni- 
versity was passed by a vote of 12 to 
11, and thia action virtually admits 
women to all courses in the univer- 
sity, save, possibly, one or two, as the 
course in education is of wide scope. 
The courses for junior and senior work 
in the college of agriculture, for the 
Bachelor's science degree, are open, 
and they are comprehensive also. 

The resolution by B. 8S. Miller and 
Judge Hamilton McWhorter, making 
the state normal school a department 
of the university proper and provid- 
ing for equal facilities there for the 
education of women, similar to those 
afforded the men at the University of 
Georgia was defeated by a vote of 12 
to 10. 

The board, answering the request of 
the G. N. and I. college, Milledgeville, 
that the part of the federal Smith- 
Lever fund for home economics be ad- 
ministered from Milledgeville said, 
that under the law this fund had to be 
administered in its entirety by the 
State College of Agriculture and that 
only co-operation by the Normal and 
Industrial college with the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture could be effected, 
that there could be no separate admin- 
istration of the Smith-Lever fund. 

For Armory Building. 

The board decided to ask of the leg- 
islature an appropriation of $60,000 for 
the erection of an armory building on 
the campus to take care of the activi- 
ties of the institution in support of war 
necessities in the way of training spe- 
cial soldiers for the government and 
for the housing of necessary ordnance 
and equipment. 

The resignations of Prof. T. F’. Green 
and Instructor H. A. Nix of the law 
achool were accepted. Tio adjunct 
professors elected for the law school 
were Walt G. Cornett, of Athens, 
formerly of Atlanta, and Henry G. 
Howard, of Augusta. The law course 
was changed to a three-year (instead 
of two-year) course to apply with the 
class entering next September, Dut not 
to the next senior class. 

Representatives of the branch col- 
leges spoke today in the chapel.

“There are today a number of 
brokerage and contingent fee in- 
dividuals and corporations in Wash- 
ington, New York and other cities who 
boldly circularize the manufacturers 
of the country stating that they have 
close relationships with some or all of 
the departments of the government, 
and in some instances influences with 
individuals in these departments, sin- 
ister in character, which give them 
power to obtain favorable oontracts 
for their clients in consideration of 
commissions which run 2 to 10 
per cent of the amount of the con- 
tract. 

“In a number of cases the contin- 
ent fee man has informed the manu- 
acturer that the latter could not deal 
with the government except through 
him, and that unless the manufac- 
turer paid the contingent fee he could 
not get the contract. 

“There are other instances where the 
manufacturer has sought the contract 
broker and requested him to obtain a 
contract for the manufacturer who 
willingly agreed to pay the commis- 
sion.

CONTROL OF LABOR 


Wilson Warns Employers 
to Hire Unskilled Labor 
Only Through U. S. Em- 
ployment Service After 
August 1. 


Washington, June 17.—All employers 
engaged in war work were urged in 
a statement by President Wilson to~ 
night to refrain after August 1 from 
recruiting unskilled labor in any man- 
ner except through the United States 


employment service recently organized 
by the department of labor. The labor 
forces were called upon by the presi- 
dent “to respond loyally as hereto- 
fore to any calls issued by this agency 
for voluntary enlistment in essential 
industry.” 

The statement by the president was 
accompanied by ,a letter written June 
15 by Secretary of Labor Wilson call- 
ing attention to the forming of the 
employment service, pointing out the 
necessity for such a labor distributing 
body and detailing its duties. 

Industry Plays Essential Role. . 

“For more than a year,” said the 
president’s statement,. “it has been our 
pride that not our armies and navies 
only, but our whole people is engaged 
in a righteous,war. We have said re- 


ipeatedly that industry plays as essen- 


tial and honorable role in this great 
struggle as do our military armaments. 
We all recognize the truth of this, but 
we must also see its necessary impli- 
cations—namely, that industry, doing 
a vital task for the nation, must re- 
ceive the support and assistance of the 
nation. We must recognize that it is 
a natural demand—almost a right of 
any one serving his country, whether 
employer or employee, to know that his 
service is being used in the most effec- 
tive manner possible. In the case of 
labor this wholesome desire has been 
not a little thwarted owing to the 
changed conditions which war has cre- 
ated in the labor market. 

“There has been much confusion as 
to essential products. There has been 
ignorance of conditions—men have 
gone hundreds of miles in search of 
a job and wages, which they might 
have found at their doors. Employers 
holding government contracts of the 
highest importance have competed for 
workers with holders of similar con- 
tracts and even with the government 
itself, and have conducted expensive 
campaigns for recruiting labor in sec- 
tions where the supply of labor was 
already exhausted. California draws its 
unskilled labor from as far east as 
Buffalo, and New York, from as far 
west as the Mississippi. Thus labor 
has been induced to move fruitlessly 
from. one place to another, congesting 
the railways and losing both time and 
money. 

Unfair te Employer and Employee. 

“Such @ condition is unfair alike to 
employer’ and employee, but most of 
all to the nation itself, whose existence 
is threatened by any decrease in its 
productive power. It is obvious that 
this situation can be clarified and 
equalized by a central agency—the 
United States employment service of 
ae is ge gabe of labor, with the coun- 

elf of the war labor policies board as 
the voice of all the industrial agen- 
cies of the government. Such a cen- 
tral agency must have sole direction 
of all recruiting of civilian workers in 
war work, and, in taking over this 
great responsibility, must at the same 
time have power to assure to essential 
industry an adequate supply of labor, 
even to the extent of withdrawing 
workers from non-essential production. 
It must also protect labor from insin- 
cere and thoughtless appeals made to 
it under the plea of patriotism, and 
assure it that when it is asked to vol- 
unteer in some priority industry, the 
need is real. 

‘Therefore, I, Woodrow Wilson, pres- 
ident of the United States of America, 
solemnly urge all employers engaged 
in war work to refrain after August l, 
1918, from recruiting unskilled labor 
in any manner except through this 
central agency. I urge labor to respond 
as loyally as heretofore to any calls 
issued by this agency for voluntary en- 
listment in essential industry.

New York, June 17.—Th€@ cotton mar- 
ket was irregwular today with near 
months relatively firm on the bullish 
spot news, while later deliveries felt 
the influence of continued favorable 
weather and crop reports. After sell- 
ing at 26.78 on an early advance, July 
eased off, closing at 26.49, or 14 points 
net higher. October and later deliv- 
eries closed at a net decline of 7 to 
24 points, while August, an inactive 
month, felt the strength of the spot 
situation, closing 64 points net higher, 
with the final tone steady. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 32 to 45 points on the old 
crop and unchanged to 16‘points higher 
on new crop deliveries. There was 
covering by near month shorts, and 
trade buying of October, which sold 
up to 24.83 right after the call or 11 
points net higher, but the advance into 
new high ground for the movement 
met increased offerings. Realizing was 
promoted by the extremely favorable 
character of the weather news, but 
selling was held in check to some ex- 
tent by the strength of the near months 
both here and in- New Orleans, and re- 
ports of a good spot demand. The July 
premium over October broadened out 
to about 200 points, and there was 
some domestic trade buying of July as 
well as further covering by houses 
with Liverpool connections. Prices 
gradually eased off, however, with Oc- 
tober selling off to 24.48 in the late 
trading and December to 24.12, or 24 to 
30 points net lower. Closing prices 
were within 5 or 6 points of the lowest 
on the more active positions. No crop 
complaints whatever seemed to be 
reaching here from the south during 
the day, and the favorable long range 
forecast increased confidefice in bear- 
ish-end June condition figures.
